The world’s first Chuckwagon Race was staged here at the Calgary 
Stampede in 1923. A true throwback to the wild west, the event was 
inspired by the tradition of cowboys breaking camp and racing home, 
and while some of the rules have since changed, the rush has never left. 
It’s an event rooted in our history and a testament to the union between 
horse and driver - and it’s part of our shared legacy. 


Today’s Chuckwagon Races are even more exciting and intense. When 
the dust settles on the track one team emerges victorious. The 2023 
chuckwagon purse holds $1.07 million to be claimed over the ten days. 
The Calgary Stampede salutes Cowboys as the proud sponsor of the 
Cowboys Rangeland Derby. 


Although the fastest wagon crosses the finish line first, there’s a lot more 
to contend with before a winner can be declared. Each driver must be 
fully versed in the rules so as not to incur any penalties or fines before, 
during or after the race. 


A penalty consists of precious seconds and the loss of this time could 
mean missed opportunities. A clean driving record also means cashing in! 
The 12 drivers with the least number of penalties in the standings after 
10 nights of racing will earn a share of $136 thousand dollars, as part of 
the Safety Awards. 


By avoiding penalties and placing in the top times each day, drivers have 
the chance to race in the championship heat, where the victor claims 
$50,000 and a new GMC truck, not to mention bragging rights.
